Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The most relevant art of record, Roe et al (US 6,395,955 Bl; hereinafter "Roe") which 
teaches a diaper having a feces receiving receptacle (96) that includes a resilient material (94) 
that has undercut side walls (see figure 13 A, infra), the receptacle lying over a sealing layer (91). 
Roe also teaches that the resilient material can comprise multiple resilient elements (col. 37, lines 
36-53). Roe does not disclose or fairly suggest a diaper having a multilayered interior waste 
chamber defined by sequentially aligned openings in at least three vertically stacked absorbent 
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layers such the uppermost (in a z-direction) body-facing layer has the smallest opening of the 
three layers, the intermediate layer immediately subjacent the body facing layer has a larger 
opening than the uppermost layer and the bottom layer immediately subjacent the intermediate 
layer has an opening that is larger than that of the intermediate layer.
